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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

All references submitted in the information disclosure statement have been 
considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-6, 8-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Gao et al (US 2003/0026577 A1). 

Gao et al reference discloses an optical device with all the limitations set forth in 
the claim, including: a polymer substrate (paragraph 0032); a lower cladding disposed 
on the substrate, the lower cladding being a first perhalogenated polymer (paragraph 

0033) ; a polymer core disposed on at least a portion of the lower cladding (paragraph 

0034) ; wherein the core is perhalogenated polymer (paragraph 0034); an upper 
cladding disposed on the core and a remaining portion of the lower cladding (paragraph 
0036); wherein the lower cladding may be HYFLON® (poly [2,2,4-trifluoro-5- 
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trifluoromethoxy-1,3-dioxole-co-tetrafluorethylene]) (paragraph 0033); the core 
containing a rare earth element (paragraph 0034). 

Regarding claims 5-6, coefficient of thermal expansion of optical polymers 
typically range from 100-300 ppm per degrees Celsius. Therefore, the limitations of 
claims 5-6 are inherently disclosed by the reference. 

Regarding claims 14-26, Gao et al reference discloses a method of 
manufacturing such an optical device comprising, inter alia, a step of depositing 
waveguide layers via spincoating (paragraph 0038). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gao et al 
(US 2003/0026577 A1) in view of Boek et al (US 6,418,261 B1) 

Gao et al reference discloses an optical device with all the limitations set forth in 
the claims as discussed above, except it does not explicitly teach that the difference 
between the coefficients of thermal expansion of the waveguide substrate and the first 
cladding layer is less than 40%. 

On the other hand, Boek et al reference explicitly teaches the use of an optical 
waveguide substrate and the first cladding layer having coefficients of thermal 
expansion difference less than 40% (column 3 lines 1-5). Boek et al teach that such is 
advantageous over the prior art because it reduces warpage and polarization sensitivitly 
of a planar waveguide device. Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify Gao et al device to 
have coefficients of thermal expansion of the waveguide substrate and the under clad 
layer differing less than 40%.
